DRAFT FAREWELL REMARKS FOR THE STATE VISIT

It has been very useful to meet with friend Shaikh Isa on 
his first state visit during my administration. In the past 
year, he and his country have played host to thousands of the 
men and women of our armed forces. The warmth and hospitality 
shown to these young Americans, so far away from their homes 
fighting for principles dear to both our countries, are only in 
a small way reciprocated by the welcome I have been privileged 


to give Shaikh Isa today. 


I also know that Bahrain is a country which warmly 
welcomes American investment, a financial market with in? nee 
all over the Gulf, and a business center with boundless 
opportunities for energetic investors. For that reason, Shaikh 
Isa and I have discussed the possibility of holding an American 
investment seminar to explore our mutual needs and | 


opportunities. 


The ties between our countries, forged even before 
Bahrain's independence in 1971, have grown steadily stronger 


over the years. Their value has been amply demonstrated. As 


the chilling tale of Saddam Hussein's brutality against a small 
neighbor unfolded, the United States, Bahrain, its neighbors 
and the United Nations coalition worked together to liberate 
Kuwait and to create a brighter future for region. and the 
world. Our military and diplomatic cooperation with Bahrain, 
as with our other Arab friends in the Gulf, contributed 
mightily to ending the war quickly and with fewer casualties 
than the most optimistic experts could have hoped. 

Nonetheless, we mourn with the families of all those -- 
military and civilian -- who lost their lives because of 


Saddam's megalomania. 


Although the fighting has stopped, we have not relaxed 
our vigilance, nor will we end our forty year-old military 
presence in the Gulf. Repeated Iraqi attempts to evade the 
obligations accepted under the Security Council resolutions 
show that we must keep our guard up. The weapons of mass 
destruction manufactured in secret must be destroyed in 
public. The nations in the Gulf have the right to live freely 
and to work out their destinies without fear of hostile forces 
or foreign intimidation from any quarter. We are committed to 


helping them exercise that right.

As I told Shaikh Isa, Bahrain is a friend and valued 
partner, and we will build upon the fruitful discussions we 
have just concluded. Our nations share a common vision of 
peace in the Middle East and in the world. Our vision is 
rooted in moral law and religious conviction, our common 
heritage born in the Middle East. Thus, there is no mee 
fitting phrase I can think to offer you than salaam alaykum, 


Your Highness: may peace be with you.

fe) Since 1988, the U.S. has enjoyed a sizeable trade surplus 
with Bahrain. In 1990, U.S. exports to Bahrain reached 
$717 million while U.S. imports from Bahrain were $80 
million. 


a Major US exports to Bahrain include aircraft and 
aircraft equipment ($514 million), oil field supplies, 
automobiles, and consumer goods. 


a Principal Bahraini exports to the U.S. are aluminum 
and apparel items. 


fe) Bahrain is not a major player in world oil markets. In 
1990, Bahrain accounted for less than one-tenth of one 
percent of total world crude oil production. 


fe) U.S. imports of crude oil and petroleum products from 
Bahrain in 1991 amounted to only $11 million (of a total 
U.S. oil bill of $61 billion). 


fe) Bahrain needs to enact basic intellectual property: rights 
legislation to address problems of copyright, piracy and 
trademark counterfeiting. As part of GCC efforts, they 
have been working on trademark and copyright legislation. 


Investment 


fe) Bahrain welcomes foreign direct investment (FDI). There 
are no convertibility problems, and there have been no 
significant investment disputes in the last 50 years. No 
politically motivated acts resulting in damage to U.S. 
investment properties have occurred since 1965. 


oO In July, the Government decided to permit 100 percent 
foreign ownership of industrial investments and operation 
of local branch sales offices without a local sponsor. 


fe) Although Bahraini law restricts ownership of land to GCC 
nationals, sites for industrial investments are available 
from the government on a long-term lease basis. 


fe) The U.S. and Bahrain signed an OPIC agreement in April 
1987. OPIC has not yet written any coverage for projects 
in Bahrain. 


Development Finance 


oO Bahrain has not traditionally been a recipient of U.S. 

; assistance. However, in recognition of Bahrain's strong 
support for U.S. forces during the Gulf War, we are seeking 
$1,000,000 in FMF grant funds for Bahrain in our FY93 
Security Assistance Budget Request. 
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
